Lighting design is an 
important part of any show. 

“Light changes the way 
characters look. It changes 
the way you look at 
costumes and the set,” senior 
Nick Crowell said. 

“Without light you 
wouldn’t be able to see us,” 
sophomore Renee Elliott 
said. “We use light to make 
effects, show the 
characteristic of songs, and 
compliment the emotion of a 
song.”
